When  the  young  violinist 
crossed  .the  ocean  for  his  first 
European  tour,  he  did  .not  know 
that  he  was  going  to  be  partly 
responsible  for  a decisive  change 
in  the  life  of  the  young  German 
conductor-composer-pianist,  Carl 
Fuerstner,  who  soon  would  fol- 
low him  to  America  and  build 
his  own  career  here. 

Learned  English  Language 
Fuerstner,  then  18,  was  chosen 
to  accompany  Ricci  throughout 
Europe,  where  he  played  for 
many  music-loving  people.  Since 
Ricci  sploke  only  English,  Fuerst- 
ner talked  for  them  both  in  the 
various  countries,  and  in  turn 
learned  the  English  language 
during  the  long  train  rides  with 
Ricci. 

Fuerstner  recalls  the  amazing 
vitality  of  the  young  virtuoso 
during  these  sessions  when  he 


repeated  the  most  difficult  pieces 
over  and  over  again  with  un- 
flinching perfection  until  they 
were  recorded. 

Later,  when  Fuerstner  fol- 
lowed Ricci  back  to  the  United 
States,  the  two  embarked  o.n  a 
tour  through  California  and  Ari- 
zona. Ricci  served  with  the  U.  S. 
Army  and  in  1951  the  two  friends 
appeared  in  several  recitals 
throughout  the  east  and  Canada.

Council  Saw  Need 
It  was  the  Legislative  council 
which  saw  the  need  in  1948  for 
an  honor  system  at  BYU  and 
took  steps  to  create  one.

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Spring  of  1949  and  the  honor 
council  went  to  work. 

After  two  years  of  operation 
certain  weaknesses  in  the  code 
were  evident  to  the  council  mem- 
bers, so  they  began  to  formulate 
revisions  in  the  code.  The  climax 
of  their  work  came  last  year 
when  the  .new  honor  code  was 
accepted  by  the  studentbody. 

By  accepting  the  new  code  the 
studentbody  changed  the  empha- 
sis of  the  honor  system  from  one 
of  punishment  to  one  of  counsel- 
ing for  the  offenders.  Now,  re- 
porting a violation  is  a recom- 
mendation for  help  not  a con- 
demnation for  punishment. 

Under  Education 

% Most  of*  the  work  which  the 
council  performs  comes  under 
the  heading  of  education.  For  it 
is  their  duty  to  educate  each  stu- 
dent as  to  his  oDligations  under 
the  code.  Most  of  this  work  is 
done  during  orientation  week  in 
the  fall.  It  is  important  that  each 
new  student  understand  the  hon- 
or code  and  all  its  implications 
because  before  being  allowed  to 
register  each  student  must  sign 
a pledge  to  uphold  the  honor 
code. 

Other  forms  of  education 
which  the  council  are  undertak- 
ing include  the  conducting  of  a 
faculty  orientation  session  to 
help  the  faculty  understand  their 
roles. 

A filih  on  honor  is  being  plan- 
ned by  the  council.  It  will  be  ani- 
mated by  Judge  Whitaker,  with 
John  Green  writing  the  script. 
There  will  also  be  a brochure 
printed  using  the  same  charac- 
ters as  the  filrr^.

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THINGS  HAVE  CHANGED 

When  Karl  G.  Maeser  started  work  at  Brigham  Young  A'cademy 
in  1875  he  was  principal  and  only  teacher.  His  enrollment  was  29 
students. 

Even  after  President  Maeser  had  other  faculty  members  assist- 
ing him,  they  worked  for  almost  no  pay.  They  would  accept  anything 
they  could  get  for  pay,  including  agriculture  products. 

One  faculty  member,  who  was  teaching  his  first  year  for  a 
salary  of  $20  per  month,  showed  his  loyalty  by  paying  a quar- 
terns tuition  for  one  student. 

There  has  been  quite  a change  since  those  first  -years  of  Brigham 
Young  Academy.  Presently  there  are  more  than  300  members  on 
the  faculty,  6605  students  enrolled,  and  the  budget  is  over  three 
million  dollars. 

During  the  past  several  years  there  have  been  more  students 
in  most  class  rooms  than  were  enrolled  in  the  entire  school  at  the 
time  of  President  Maeser. 

From  a study  of  the  enrollments  of  14  church  related  col- 
leges and  universities  in  the  United  States,  BYU  rated  highest. 

The  enrollments  of  these  schools  in  1952-1953  were:  BYU  6,198; 
St.  Louis  University,  5,912;  Marquette  University,  5,727;  Fordham 
University,  5,658;  University  of  betroit,  5,248;  University  of  Notre 
Dame,  5,102;  Boston  College,  4,495;  Southern  Methodist,  4,370;  Uni- 
versity of  Denver,  3,795;  Baylor  University,  3,768;  Butler  University, 
3,466;  Loyola  University  of  Chicago,  3,327;  St.  John’s  University, 
3,180;  and  Georgetown  University,  3,121. 

Only  two  of  these  schools  were  founded  after  BYU.  The 
University  of  Detroit  was  founded  in  1877.  This  is  only  two  years 
after  Brigham  Young  put  his  school  plan  into  operation. 

The  other  school  is  Southern  Methodist  University,  Dallas, 
Texas.  This  university  was  founded  in  1911. 

TAKING  TO  THE  AIR 

In  a further  endeavor  to  keep  the  students  of  Brigham  Young 
University  abreast  of  campus  happenings,  radio  speech  students  and 
the  Universe  staff  are  pooling  talents. 

“The  Brigham  Young  Universe  of  the  Air,”  a fifteen  minute 
program  of  campus  news  in  the  newspaper  style  will  have  its  incep- 
tion today  at  5:15  over  local  radio  station  KCSU.  It  will  be  presented 
daily  Monday  through  Friday. 

The  Universe  will  furnish  the  news  and  speciiail  reporters 
for  the  new  program,  while  the  radio  speech  students  will  pro- 
duce and  direct  the  daily  shows. 

Patterned  after  the  Universe  style,  the  program  will  give  stu- 
dents and  townspeople  a new  look  at  campus  activities.  Special 
sections  dealing  with  general  news^  society,  editorials,  and  sports 
will  be  included  on  the  program  agenda  throughout  the  week. 

The  prominent  Universe  feature,  “Know  Your  University,”  will 
be  spotlighted  in  a 15-minute  show  every  Monday. 

Aside  from  the  regular  features  of  the  presentations  will 
be  the  handy  shopping  guide,  “Universe  classifieds  of  the  Air.” 

Every  classified  ad  run  in  the  Universe  will  also  be  read  over  the 
air,  giving  it  a customer  circulation  many  times  over  the  newspaper 
coverage.  The  classified  will  be  heard  by  listeners  all  over  the  Utah 
Valley  area. 

For  the  present  time  the  cost  of  a classified  will  remain  the 
same — 15  cents  a line  of  approximately  five  words  a line.  The  tre- 
mendous increased  advantage  will  be  its  airline  circulation.

May  l suggest  that 
we,  in  general,  be  more  prone  to 
accept  the 'advice  and  actions  of 
our  inspired  leaders  and  be  less 
anxious  to  fall  back  on  our  stock 
rationalization,  “I’m  old  enough 
to  know  what’s  right  and  wrong, 
so  just  let  me  do  what  I want, 
and  stop  trying  to  tell  me  what 
to  do.”

A new  $100,000  greenhouse  will 
be  built  by  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity at  8th  North  and  5th 
East  streets. 

The  new  structure  will  be  used 
by  the  departments  of  botany, 
agronomy,  horticulture,  and  land- 
scape architecture  as  a labora- 
tory, according  to  Ben  E.  Lewis, 
associate  treasurer. 

Mr.  Lewis  said  that  the  new 
building  will  include  three  green- 
house wings  and  a headhouse. 
The  headhouse  will  include  class- 
rooms, laboratories,  and  base- 
ment for  plants  and  bulbs. 

Parts  of  botanical  gardens  of 
BYU  are  located  near  the  site, 
Mr.  Lewis  stated. 

Extension  Division  Offers 
Teacher  Service  Work 

Through  the  services  of  the 
Extension  Division  of  Brigham 
Young  University  the  teachers  of 
Jordan  School  Districts  are  par- 
ticipating in  a course  entitle  “An 
Analysis  of  In-Service  Training 
Program.” 

Seventy -five  teachers  of  Jor- 
dan District  are  enrolled  in  this 
course  which  began  Oct.  21  and 
will  continue  for  22  weekly  ses- 
sions from  the  time  of  its  begin- 
ning. Areas  which  are  being 
studied  include  science,  social 
studies,  arts  and  crafts,  and  lan- 
guage arts. 

Teacher  supervisors  of  the  dis- 
trict are  resource  consultants  for 
the  laboratory  and  field  work  of 
experimentation  methods. 

Dorothy  Candland,  director  and 
teacher  of  the  course,  is  assisted 
by  Alva  Miller,  Lorna  Call  Alder, 
and  Jenny  Campbell,  all  of  BYU 
faculty. 


Student  Geologists 
Uncover  Mastodon 

Fossils  of  an  ancient  mastodon, 
a relative  of  the  elephant,  have 
been  dug  up  by  Dr.  J.  Keith  Rig- 
by, assistant  professor  of  geol- 
ogy, and  six  of  his  students  in  a 
paleontology  field  trip. 

The  fossils  were  found  on  the 
upland  area  of  the  Wasatch 
mountain  range  near  Mt.  Pleas- 
ant. The  group  found  jaw  and 
leg  bones  which  will  be  put  on 
display  in  the  Physical  Science 
building. 

Plaster  casts  of  this  same  type 
animal  were  in  the  Physical  Sci- 
ence building  last  week.  This  was 
a cast  the  Deseret  Museum  gave 
the  school  several  years  ago. 
Casts  have  been  in  storage  and 
are  now  being  cleaned  to  go  on 
a permanent  display  in  the  Sci- 
ence building. 

The  mastodon  is  about  12  feet 
tall,  about  the  size  of  the  ele- 
phant in  India.  The  mastodon 
lived  here  in  this  area  about  20 
million  years  ago  during  the  last 
ice  age. 


According  to  Harold  Glen 
Clark,  extension  head,  this  is  a 
laboratory  course  where  the 
teachers  are  experimenting  with 
their  own  program  in  their  own 
school  through  field  work  and 
experimentation.

This 
lecture  program  will  also  be  given 
in  Barrett  Hall  in  Salt  Lake  City 
beginning  Nov.  25,  Dr.  Hilton 
said.
